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County Co-Op Saves Taxpayers a Bundle

Yes, Crawford County, there is a Santa Claus. 

But instead of wearing a red suit and sporting a white 
beard, this Santa Claus comes in the form of a co-op program 
that saved taxpayers more than $100,000 last year. 

A county co-operative reimbursement program — in- 
volving Friend of the Court, the DSS Child Support office, and 
the county assistant prosecutor — brought in $109,000 last 
year in child support payments. 

Crawford County collections, through the work of Jack 
Lewis, FOC, Ray Czaja, DSS Child Support office, and David 
Sabin, Crawford County Assistant Prosecutor, increased last 
year by about 50 percent. Statewide, co-op collections 
decreased or remained the same in most counties. Crawford 
County’s collections increased although the number of cases 
remained about the same. 

Beverly Cuthbert, Crawford County DSS Director, said 
“For Mr. Czaja and Mr. Sabin to collect in excess of $100,000 
in child support from a small community experiencing high 
unemployment is indicative of their hard work and committ- 
ment to the Cooperative Reimbursement Program.” 

Czaja credited ‘innovative approaches” by Lewis and

Sabin for the exceptional success of the Crawford County 
program. 

The program works this way: if the state makes ADC 
payments or general assistance payments to someone 
because their husband or wife fails to make support pay- 
ments, then the co-operative reimbursement program goes 
after the person failing to make support payments. The pro- 
gram tries to recover some of the money the state paid out in 
welfare assistance. 

The program begins at the DSS when someone applies 
for assistance. If the request for assistance is the result of 
someone failing to pay child support, then DSS informs 
Sabin. Sabin then interviews the recipient of the support and 
the responsible party if possible. If necessary, Sabin files 
lawsuits against the father or in some cases the mother to 
make them pay support payments. 

Lewis then has the job of enforcing the court orders. One 
successful tool Lewis used last year was tax stops. After in- 
tensive investigation, Lewis stopped tax refunds headed for 
persons delinquent in payments and recovered more than 
$100,000 in the three county area he works which includes 
Crawford.

Besides recovering some of the support payments the 
state makes to children (Aid to Dependent Children) or a 
wife or husband (general assistance), the program also 
keeps some people off the welfare roll. 

“The co-operative program has changed some minds: 
about being on welfare,” Sabin said. 

Some people believe ADC or general assistance paymen- 
ts are a freebie that never has to be paid back. But, with the 
co-operative reimbursement program, the state gets back 
some of the money from fathers and mothers that is paid out 
to their dependents. 


Czaja said the program is a money-maker for the state — 
recovering about $3 for every $i spent operating the 
program. As an incentive to the county in running the pro- 
gram, the state gives 15 percent of the money collected to the 
county. The cost of operating the program is split about 75 


percent for the state and 25 percent for the county. 
Sabin said the high unemployment in the county makes 


his job harder. 


‘More consideration has to be given to persons failing to 
make support payments,” he said.

Declaring that Michigan’s 
problems with PBB contamination 
are ‘‘now behind us,”’ Department of 
Agriculture Director Dean Pridgeon 

issued the department’s last report 

under the PBB testing act which 
was allowed to expire earlier this 
fall. 

The report, in outlining the range 
of activities the department under- 
took during the five -year life of the 
law, said its tests to check for PBB 
residual contamination in milk and 
meat would continue for the fore- 
seeable future. 

According to the final report, 
there are some 377 dairy cattle on 
six residual contamination farms 
that have some traces of PBB. 

Only 89 of those would approach 
the 20 parts per billion level out- 
lawed by the expired state act and 
the report added, the PBB levels in 
those 89 cows are _ steadily 
decreasing. 

In the last several months the 
controversy over PBB has _ been 
renewed when a Detroit news article 
questioned the confidence of govern- 
ment officials that PBB was no 
longer a major threat to the public 
health. 

In the five years the act has been 
in place the state has spent some 
$16.2 million in testing animals and 
milk, cleaning up contaminated 
areas, conducting research and pro- 
moting Michigan agricultural 
products, the report concluded. 

During the life of the act, more 
than 104,000 cattle were tested, fin- 
ding nearly 2,300 with excessive 
PBB levels, along with 3,700 other 
livestock animals. 

Further, 13 farms with residual 
contamination were cleaned.

February when holiday — sales 
revenue is reported, but said he 
would work with legislative Demo- 
crats if they want to resolve it before 
year’s end. 

Milliken’s last four year term has 
been marked with continuing costs 
and declining revenues bring about 
budget crisis after budget crisis. 
With the fall reworked budget for 
fiscal 1982-83, Milliken had hoped to 
pass the problems on to Governor- 
elect James Blanchard and a new 
Legislature next year. 

The budget director said Demo- 
crats (in the Legislature) are in a 
position to control what happens 
and added he is willing to discuss an 
immediate budget adjustment if 
that is what they want. 

“They are beginning to develop 
some scenarios that would make 
1983 another weak year,’ Miller 
said despite previous forecasts of 
recovery, 

He noted that people were 
troubled by constant adjustments in 
the last budget year and for that 
reason, he said it would be better to 
wait a little longer to see actual 
revenues before making adjustmen- 
ts. 

Miller emphasized the state does 
not yet have any revenue figures for 
the year, but added early indicators 
from October were not good. The 
level of Christmas sales will be very 
important, he said. 

If the weakness of August and 
September continues, Miller said the 
budget gap could be ‘‘substantial”’ 
but noted a suggested figure of $400 
million was probably too large. 

The Senate Fiscal Agency has 
already estimated a deficit of at 
least $170 million. 

Miller said he has developed a 
recommendation regarding whether 
the deficit should be closed through 
budget cuts or tax increases, but 
would not discuss it until he had 
given it to Governor-elect Blan- 
chard. 

The 1981-82 budget, which ended 
September 30, also has a budget 
deficit, but the size of that will not 
be known until the books are of- 
ficially closed in December.

Dear Whitey: 

The City of Grayling Coun- 
cil, Administration, and the 
Grayling Elementary School 
Staff are concerned with the 
safety of students walking to 
school during the winter 
months. This problem arises 
because some areas do not 
have sidewalks, many side- 
walks are not cleared, and as 
winter progresses the 
Shoulders of the roads 
become increasingly narrow 
and there is not room to walk 
in safety. 

We would _ therefore 
suggest to parents that Ele- 
mentary School children use 
the following established 
routes to school as noted on 
the attached map. 

a. Children living S.E. of 
Michigan Avenue should 
walk along the west side of 
State Street and the west 
side of Maple Street to Mich- 
igan Avenue, then walk on 
the southeast side of Michi- 
gan Avenue to the school. 

b. Children living N.W. of 
Michigan Avenue should use 
lightly traveled side roads 
and avoid walking along 
Michigan Avenue due to 
heavy traffic. The suggested 
route is along Ogemaw 
Street to Plum or Erie Street 
to cross Michigan Avenue 
only at corner of Erie and 
Michigan where the crossing 
guard lends assistance, 


Extra care will be taken 
by the city and residents to 
keep sidewalks and road- 
ways along suggested routes 
in a Safe condition. 

We are asking families 
living along said routes to 
assist us by helping keep 
sidewalks on the proposed 
routes cleared. Please con- 
tact the City Office if you 
have questions or concerns 
regarding this program.

Welcome to news of the 
Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program. The ranks of 
Michigan residents 65 and 
older will grow by 10,000 per- 
sons annually - and will ex- 
ceed 1 million by 1990. Mich- 
igan’s older population will 
account for 12% of the state 
population in 2000, compared 
to 8.5% in 1970, 9.18% in 1980 
and 10.9% in 1990. The state’s 
average age is also in- 
creasing from 26.3 years in 
1970 and 28.8 in 1980, to 31.4 in 
1990 and 35 in 2000. Continued 
aging will have serious im- 
plications for the state. 
Hospitals and other health 
care geared toward children 
will be faced with a surplus 
of services and employees. 
Schools will have to meet the 
challenge of shrinking 
revenues; todays high 
unemployment will reverse 
and Jeave a labor shortage in 
the 1990's, and industry and 
commerce that is aimed at 
youth will have to shift em- 
phasis and the age level of 
their work force. 

There is an ongoing shift in 


2 the nature of the dependent 


population from the young to 
the old which has major im- 
plications in the health care, 
residential, educational, 
leisure and service fields, 
and in the political arena. 
Providing support services 
for this aging population will 
be an expanding source of 
employment. Helping — to 
provide some of these sup- 
port services are seniors 
themselves, through Older 
American Volunteer Pro- 
grams. 

RSVP provides an oppor- 
tunity for seniors to par- 
ticipate in the community 
where they live. Oppor- 
tunities are developed for 
seniors to serve with dignity 
and significance. At present, 
over 200 volunteers in Craw- 
ford County are busily in- 
volved in community service 
activities.
